Startling in its suddenness, the news of the death of the rc 
tired Field Marshall of the British Forces. Lord Roberts, shockec 
and surprised the British Empire on Saturday night.

' Medical Service in a Modern Army" 
was the topic of an interesting lee- 
ture delivered to the Medical Society 
by Prof. J. T. Fotherlngham. The 
lecture which was largely attended 
was of special Interest In that the peo- 
ular professor leaves shortly for active 
service with thc second Canadian con- 
tingent. 

After a well-rendered solo by Mr. 
Win. Kennedy. MS, the President, Mr. 
Routley, called upon the Doctor who 
was received with wild cheering. 

The doctor referred to our obliga- 
tions and, alluding to the O. T. C. he 
congratulated the boya on their excel- 
lent response 'This Is our war; you 
owe the community a debt, and I am 
glad to aee you are now discharging 
it." 

Continuing. Professor Fotheringhsm 
gave the medicos an Interesting ac- 
count of this most Important depart- 
ment of modern warfare. "A greater 
number of V.C.'s are held by Army 
Medical Corps men than in any other 
branch of the aervlce."

THE AEROPLANE 

HEIGHT RECORDS 



Two years ago. when the Review of 
Reviews summed up the record per- 
formances of the airmen, the highest 
altitude that had bent attained b) an 
aeroplane was 1 l.tTti feet. The record 
was destined soon to he eclipsed, and ill 
very decided fashion: for in .lune of the 
following year, Von Rlaschke, in a \:» 
horse power Lohner biplane, look two 
passengers with him to a height of 
1 1,740 feet. Then Garros ascended to 
l'i.240 feet in a Hleriot monoplane, and 
later Legagneux reached 18,761.6 feet. 
Finally, in March of l!H3. I'errevon, 
chier pilot of the Bieriot school, mount- 
ed a Mlcriol monoplane, in which was 
installed one of the powerful ISO horse 
power Gnome revolving motors, and 
started after the height record. Round- 
ing the aviation field at Hue In a 
gigantic spiral, he rose to a height of 
18. "on feet, after which he flew in a 
straight path in the endeavor to reach 

a greater h. ight. After ascending for 
about an hour, he reached Ihe amazing 
height for a heavier-than-alr machine, 
of 19,288 feet, or about three and three- 
fourths miles. Late in December. 1913, 
l.egagnenx, the French aviator, reached 
a height of 20,293 fest! 

The height records with passengers 
are also noteworthy, and they were all, 
with the exception of the one men* 
tioned above, made in the year 191:1. 
Hawker, in England, carried three pas- 
sengers, in an 80 horse power biplane, 
to a height of 8,400 feet; Marty, in 
France, rose in a 100 horse power bi-

The playing of the Harvard and 
Princeton teams last Saturdn) fur- 
nished the last analysis that Yule will

games of November I I and November 
21. The game in the Stadium was 
closely followed by Vales coaches undi 
studied with more than ordinal) care. I 

The reason for this was that Prince- 1 
ton. at the beginning of the season, de- 
clared that she would open llie game 
wide this fall and uive the public some- 
thing new in football. Harvard, on the 
other hand, has professed that she. had 
nothing new to offer: that she was 
starting her game this fall at lite point 
at which she stopped a year ngn. 

Vale, on the other hand, is making 
an experiment, and it is therefore es- 
sential (hat she should know how her 
game will measure up against that of 
her old rivals. 

The Vale coaches who have followed 
the Tigers this fall have he. n at a loss 
te) understand what they are driving 
at. Their offense, from a Vale point 
of view, has appeared hopelessly weak, 
lint up to the Harvard gam. mam 
Vale men thought that Princeton «as 
keeping something back. Last Satur. 
da> it was apparent that the Vale 
coaches have not Underestimated Hie 
Tigers. 

Not only did Princeton fail to show 
any offensive strength of a champion- 
ship grade, but the defensive power of 
even beaten Princeton teams was lack- 
ing, The Tigers have always followed 
the ball, and rare!) has a fumble es- 
caped them. Uut this Princeton team 
seems t.. have missed the fundamen- 
tals of former New Jersey teams and 
built up an offense that is impossible. 

So far as Vale can see, the Tigers, 
have depended upon their kicking game 
to enrry the hall out of their own ter- 
ritory, and then have planned an if- 
f. nsive game which is either useless or 1 
else not half developed. 

Vale, however, is not relying upon 
the Tigers to play OP) SUCh game, 
againsl Harvard. Princeton has a lot 
of good material, and there is no doubt I 
that during this week this material I 
will he whipped int.. a much better I 
machine than that which failed to I 
work satisfactorily against the Crim- 
son. 

The Tigers will profit bj their mis- 
takes in the Harvard gam., and will 
come at Vale with the desperation of 
a team that has everything lo gain and 
a reputation already lost to urge it 
on. 

Vale nevertheless expects to defeat 
Princeton and to win by a comfortable 
margin.
